New York, November I.—The death of 
Wealthy William Marsh Rice at the Mad- 
ison avenue apartments on September 
23d; the attempt of his New York attor- 
ney, Albert T. Patrick, to cash checks 
for large amounts which purported to be 
signed by the millionaire; the refusal of 
one bank to cash the checks drawn on it, 
and the discovery of the bank officials 
that Mr. Rice was lying dead at the time 
the checks were being presented; the sub- 
sequent claim by Patrick that Mr. Rice 
had made hint by will the trustee of his 
estate, which amounts to anywhere from 
$3,000,000 to $8,000,000; the charge of forg- : 
ery, both as regards the checks and the

saturated with some anaesthetic presum- 
ably chloroform. That portion of the 
confession which has to do with the last 
moments of the old man is the following 
given out by the authorities as coming 
from Jones, the scene taking place in the

Rice said: “I am nervous, Mr. Patrick, 
I wish you wouldn't trouble me. Please 
go away." 

Patrick replied: I have some salts you 
might take that will gure your nervous- 
ness.’’ 

Patrick produced a bottle and uncork- 
ed it. The contents smefied to me like 
some very strong liniment. 

Then Patrick said to me: “Get a towel 
and a sponge.“ I got him both. Then 
Patrick said: Jones, you have to leave,” 
I left. As I was leaving Patrick said: 
“I'll remain here until Mr. Rice gets to 
sleep. He closed the door behind me. 

I stood in the hall for a few minutes 
and soon I heard Mr. Rice laugh. I 
thought this was queer, so I pushed open 
the door. I saw Mr. Rice lying on his 
back in the bed. 

“The towel that I had given Patrick 
was wrapped around the sponge in a cone 
shape. This cone was lying directly over 
Mr. Rice’s eyes and nose. 

“Patrick was pressing it down his 
right hand. Patrick did not see me, and,

Chicago, November 1.—Four eggs were 
thrown at William J. Bryan tonight just 
as he left the central Turner hall, Mil- 
waukee avenue, where he had concluded 
his address. The eggs were thrown by 
three or four young men, one of whom, 
John R. Myers, a sign painter, was plac- 
ed under arrest. The other men escaped. 
Mr. Bryan had just passed through the 
door of the bullding and was walking to- 
ward his carriage, when four eggs whissz- 
ed at almost the same moment over his 
head and struck in the crowd beyond, 
hich was waiting to greet Mr. Bryan 
s he Jeft the hall. 

One egg; which lacked a great deal of 
being fresh, struck Policéman Culkins 
quarely on the forehead and streamed 
wn his face. Culkins saw the men who 
threw the eggs and made a rush for them. 
Myers was the only man whom he could 
catch, the others slipping away in the 
crowd. 
The hall was surrounded by a large 
crowd, and as soon as it became known 
that exes had been thrown at Mr. Bryan, 
the excitement was intense. A hundred 
men made a rush for the prisoner, and 
lit was only by desperate efforta that Cul.

W. 8. West welcomed them on the part 
of the city. Mr. Brown suggested in his 
address that the legislature make an ap- 
propriation of $10,000 annually to promote 
the interest of agriculture, through fairs 
to be held in various parts of the state. 
He said that the legislature at one time 
made a small appropriation to the State 
Agricultural Soc-ety, but that the ap- 
propriation had been declared unconati- 
tutional and was therefore no longer 
made. He was in favor of changing the

War on Drug Competition. 

There is quite a war in progress in 
New Orleans against competition, in 
the shape bt a combination of city 
drug stores to run out of business 
those which hold out independent 
rates. It is a trust against competition 
which is designated as “cut rates 

Freedom in trade is one of the essen- 
tials in American business, the theory 
being that the best man will win. The 
people are supposed to be the arbiters. 
who will place their money where they 
can get the best return for it. Any 
organization of business men to con- 


trol the market on any other than 


purely market conditions, looks in the 
nature of a trust, and cannot hope to 
be permanent. The customer must re- 
main the master of the situation. 

The drug business is one which has 
undergone a wide revolution. The drug 
store was once located in the physi- 
clan’s saddlebags, whence he took 
his phials and compounded his own 
receipts. Then it established itself in 
the corners of doctors’ offices, and the 
powders and liquids were handled as 
so much gold dust. In the evolution 
the drug business has become one of 
the most extensive in the country. The 
drug store is no longer a mere com- 
pounding shop. It requires room equal 


to that of a first-class dry goods house 


to display its wares, its medicine 
shelf is one of the smallest items 
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The Planting of Shade Trees. 

The encouragement of tree planting 
in Atlanta should be made one of the 
duties of the park commission.

SENATOR BACON ON HIS WAY.

Delivers Address to Georgia Legisla- 


dure 
Washington, November 1.—(Special.)—. 
Senator Bacon was in the city today for

This stability in political faith is found 
in the rural sections just us church faith 
finds its greatest’ strength in these com- 
munities.

Conditions Net Normal. 

The atabitity of the rural voter which f 
have described carries with it an under 
normal conditions“ qualification. It 
would not be a normal condition In In- 
diana ie the republicans were to pour 
$800,000 to $1,000,000 into thene 9.000 country 
precincts, as is among the probabilities, 
The repuBlicana turned thie sort of a 
trick in 1888 whet, by dumping 9400,000 Into 
the country precincts, they succeeded in 
carrying Harrison's own state for him 
by a fraction over 2.200. 

That was the famous Rin“ Dudley 
campaign, when it ia alleged that aa 
high as $500 was paid for a single block 
democratic or doubtful votes, 
Many votes were secured for a much 
smaller figure, of course: but whatever 
the figure, enough votes were sold and 
bought to give Harrison the electoral vote 
and defeat Cleveland. 

The Same Geme Again. 

There is abundant evidence to show 
that the republicans are going to try the 
same thing this year. One circumstance 
to be considered is a republican law whose 
practical effect. is to punish severely the 
man who takes a bribe but which lets 
off the man who bribes or attempts to 
bribe. This makes it easy sailing for the 
briber and at the same time gives assur- 
ance that the fellow who sells out is go- 
ing to keep his mouth shut about. it. 
Then the great activity of General Dud- 
ley might be considered a bit of cireym- 
stantial evidence for he, of all men, knows 
how best to turn this particular trick. 
Another man who knows it is General 
Dudley's law partner in Washington, 
Colonel Minchener, who has from the 
first been boasting in Washington inter- 
views of being in particularly close touch 
with the farmers of Indiana and who 
has been loudly proclaiming the certainty 
of great republican gains in the rural 
communities, 

Not £0 Easy, Perhaps. 

A ballot law which fs an improvement 
over that of 1888 may prove the block 
in the way of the success of all these 
carefully laid plans, The Australian ballot 
has proved a more or fess effective bar 
to corruption. The men who pay out 
money have no way of being certain they 
wet what taey pay for, and it ts just pos- 
sible that wicked democrats may take ro- 
publican money and yet vote the demo- 
cratic ticket, 

The republicans have money to throw 
to the birds; they also have the perfec- 
tion of organization—and that is a rd 
game for anybody to go against. 1 5 
democrats have a good organization, too, 
but they have never been able to attain 
the same perfection because they haven't 
had the money. There is always some 
fight on, and the republicans always have 
enough money to keep their clubs alive 
and their organization at active work. 

The Gas Bek Counties. 

But in this campaign the democrata 
have the enthusiasm and many of the 
conditions seem favorable to them. I 
have mentioned the labor vote in the 
gas belt. In the five counties which 
comprise the gas belt proper—though the 
same facts of natural gas and manufact- 
uring establishments obtain in other 
counties—McKinley had in 189% a net plu- 
rality of 8,800. For a while after that 
election there was quite an increase in 
the number of workingmen into these 
counties, and as most of them came 
from Pennsylvania and Ohio, wey were 
put down by the reoublican nagers 
as normally republican. But since then 
there have been a number of. steel and 
glass plants shut down through the op- 
erations of the American Steel and Wire 
Company and the New Jersey Window 
Glass Company; many of these loyal re- 
publicans have heen thrown out of jobs, 
and the others have had a trust object 
lesson that has made a lot of votes for 
Bryan. a 

The democrats believe they will carry 
all these gas belt counties; the repub- 
licans acknowledge that there will be a 
slump, but they do not think it will 
be as bad as the democrats claim. 

Some Interesting Figures. 

The importance of these counties will 
be shown by some figures. McKinley 
carried Indiana by 18,181. Of this plu- 
rality, he got more than 8,8000 from these 
counties. He got more than 6,700 of his 
plurality in Marion county (Indianapolis), 
which the democrats have since carried 
and where they have the double advan- 
tage of the organization and of having 
Tom Taggart as mayor. This young 
man has revolutionised things in Indian- 
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ot thely candidacy, but difficult to come 
to any substantial conclusions. 
Gaining, Rather Than Losing. 

The democratic managers believe they 
are gaining rather than losing. The 
only republican who is talking big about 
Indiana is Senator Beveridge, who claims 
40,000 majority. But Beveridge is talking 
big for tne same reason that Senator 
Foraker ts talking of 110,000 plurality in 
Ohio; neither is close to the administra- 
tion and both are imp trying to out- 
do the administration politicians with 
their claimsa—for their own amusement. 
Indiana is very doubtful. It is a close 
state, where the péhdulum does not 
ewing far. It is the time for it to swing 
toward democracy, but it may be stopped. 
Every inch of the ground la being fought 
over and every device known to political 
warfare is being used. The republicans 
are making very confident claims and 
they have all kinds of money. While 
many of the conditions are democratic, 
the money and the better organisation 
are with the republicans. I should say 
the surface indications are slightly in 
their favor, but the same elements of 
doubt enter into all these states They 
may all go for McKinley and it ia cer- 
tainly among the possibilities that they 
will all go for Bryan.

The pin is of the old-fashioned style of 
cluster brooches with a clasp at the back 
for the purpose of securing it to the frilled 
shirt fronts worn by gentlemen § fifty 
years ago. The center diamond is a 
large, particularly white one, and is sur- 
rounded by a number of smaller bril- 
llants. : 

The pin has a strange history. Some 
years ,before the war and prior to the 
time that Abraham Lincoln was begin- 
ning to loom up as a presidential possi- 
bility, while practicing law in Illinois, he 
met a young dandy. from New York 
state whose sporting proclivities had 


caused him to run short of funds. The. 


young fellow came to Lincoln for assist- 
ance, and left with him as security for a 
loan a handsome diamond pin. For some 
reason he never returned to redeem thé 
pledge and fronf that day Lincoin did not 


again see him. 


Abraham Lincoln was naturally a man 
of quiet taste in matters of dress, and 
seldom wore jewelry of any kind what- 
ever. However, his accidental possession 
of a fine ornament proved a temporary 
temptation to adorn himself. One day 
James Moyers,’ a stock dealer of Ken- 


tucky, and a close personal friend of Mr. 
Lincoln, who had known him intimately 
from childhood, came to Springfield on a 
visit. As soon as he saw Lincoln the pin 
attracted hia attention, 


“Well, who'd a-thought that Abe Line 


coln would de strutting around the 
streets with a diamond vin in his shirt 
front! exclaimed Moyers in mock sur- 
prise, 

Lincom looked vaguely abashed and 
tried to explain. The explanation ended 
by hi taking the pin from his shirt and 
pinning it on Moyers, insisting as he did 
so that he did not want it and was only 
too anxious to get rid of it. 

Moyers kept the ornament for some 
time and finally gave it to a friend, James. 
Drummond. Subsequently Moyers was 
shot and killed by a lawyer at Lexington, 
Ky. . 

Drummond was captured during the war 
by the federals and died at Fortress 
Monroe. In 1866 a sale of his property 
and personal effects took place at Barn- 
well, 8. C. Among the latter was the 
pin that had belonged to Lincoln. Colo- 
nel Cave bought it for a small sum. He 
knew its history and prizes the relic 
highly. 

E. L. Saddler, also of Barnwell, 8. C., 
was present at the sale and vouched for 
the authenticity of the relic, as he was 
with James Moyers when Lincoln pinned 
tho ornament on his shirt bosom. 

Some years ago Colonel Cave was of- 
fered: $5,000 for the pin, but refused to 
part with it. Colonel Cave is in Atlanta 
for a few days, and his famous relic has 
attracted a great deal of interest.

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PARDON BY THE GOVERNOR 


Alf Prater, 'the mountain wonder.“ 
whose nom de guerre will be recalled by 
hundreds of Atlantians when they re- 
member the famous walking matches of 
more than ten years ago, is now lying at 
the point of death in the penitentiary 
camp of Ogiethcrpe county, and was yes- 
terday pardoned by Governor Candler. 

Back in the eighties, when walking. 
matches excited public interest and fa- 
mous walkers were brought from, every 
part of the south to enter the contests, 
several well known Atlantlans, among 
them the late Henry W. Grady, picked up 
a rude mountaineer from Gordon county 
who gave s name as Alf Prater, and 
relying mainly on his bucolic strength, 
they pitted him against the whole field 
of cracks. ‘“‘The mountain wonder“ out- 
walked all of his opponents, took ali the 
prizes for which he could compete and 
startled the entire cammunity by the 
length and rapidity of his stride. After 
that time Prater appeared on various oc- 
casions in Atlanta, and was always ac- 
corded the welcome of a victor. For 
years he meintained a reputation over 


the whole state as a champion walker, 
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. 1 
and it was never recorded where he met 
with defeat. 

“The mountain wonder” fell into bad 
ways and amcng evil companions, and 
last year, in the superior court of Gor- 
don county, he was convicted of larceny 
and sentenced to serve twelve months in 
the penitentiary. The exact charge 
‘against Prater was stealing a buggy and 
the evidence was apparently so conclu- 
sive that legal effort was without avail 
in his case, 

A few days ago the prison commission 
received a pitiful petition for pardon from 
Oglethorpe county, prepared by the un- 
fortunate friends of Prater, who shared 
his confinement, stating that the man 
was at the point of death and would 
surely die unless removed from the camp. 
The commission heard the petition, and 
vesterday morning recomended to " Gov- 
ernor Candler that Prater be pardoned 
solely on the ground of his physical con- 
dition. The governor yesterday signed 
the pardon, end a copy of the proclama- 
tion was forwarded at once to Prater. 
Today “the mountain wonder’ who has 
served eight months of his sentence is 
a free man, but the days of his walking 
are over and from all accounts he has 
little more of life spared to him.

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Wales of Mental Healing T 
fo Before Legislature 
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Measure, 4 Second Osteopathy 
Rill, Will Be Introduced and 
an Effort Made To Sepa- 
rate Medicine and 
Mind Treatment.

The friends of osteopathy are preparing 
to make another effort to secure the pass- 
age through the legislature of a bill legal- 
tsing the practice of mental healing in 
Georgia. No measure before the last 

assembiy excited more comment 
than the bill which passed on the last 
day of the session giving legal recogni- 
tion to the science of osteopathy. As the 
result of an appeal from the leading 
members of the Medical Association of 
the state, Governor Candler vetoed the 
measure, and in this manner it was final- 
ly knocked out. 

This year a more determined effort will 
be made, and it is now certain that a 
number of well-known osteopaths in the 
United States will come to Georgia for 
the purpose of aiding in the effort to pass 
the few din. Who will introduce the 
measure in the senate and house has not 
been given out, but it is known that 
among the members of both bodies there 
are many advocates of osteopathy. 

The claim will be advanced that a citi- 
gen of the state of Georgia has the right 
to employ any system of treatment that 
he may wish in the attempt to alleviate 
pain and lessen disease. In an address 


bly the advocates of osteopathy point 
out that in spite of the growth of sel- 
ence men take sick and die in a ratio al- 
together out of proportion to the sup- 
posed means of relief offered by medicine. 
They ask for the right to practice psy- 
chological healing and magnetism. with 
the understanding that all who do so will 
make no attempt to use medicine or sur- 
gery. 

At the present time no one is allowed 
to practice medicine in the state who is 
not legally authorized to do so by a di- 
ploma from some medical college, and a 
license from the state board. Those who 
favor the osteopathy bill wish to draw 
the line clearly between mind healing and 
medicine 


What Is Asked of Legislature. 

A part of the petition to be addressed 
to the legislature by the friends of oste- 
opathy reads as follows: 

“Holding, as we do, that every citizen 
has the right under the constitution to 


wish, when necessary for himself or fam- 
Ur. we ask that all healers using any 
form of mental healing, psychology, mag- 
netism, suggestive therapeutics or other 
similar systems be allowed to practice 
their profession in this state, whenever 
a patient desires their attendance and 
services, with the distinct understanding 
that whenever such healer, when not a 
regularly qualified practitioner of medi- 
cine, uses any drugs, medicines or sur- 
gery in such practice, they forfeit their 
right to further practice, and make them- 
selves liable to prosecution under the ex- 
isting laws regulating the practice of 
medicine in this state; it being the de- 
sire of your petitioners that the line be- 
tween the practice of medicine and sur- 
gery, and the practice of mental and

Senator Hardaway Not on Train.

WAS WASHINGTON’S 


Negro Dies in a Poorhouse at the Age 
of 123 Years. 

New York, November 1.—George Wash 
ington Freeman Horner Green, a former 
negro slave, died in the almshouse at 
Hempstead, L. I., today at the reputed 
age of 123 years. Green is said to have 
been born on a farm near Elizabethport, 
N. J., on January 1, 1777. He was sold to 
a Virginia planter named Horner, by 
whom, it is said, he was sold to General 
Washington.

Mains Were Filled by Company Last 
' Night. 


POLICE BARRACKS HEATED 


Tests by the Company’s Agents 
Showed Excellent Results. 


THIRTY STRUCTURES ARE WOW HEATED 


Company Believes That Its New 
Methods Will Prove Popular, and 
Expects Many Contracts. 


The police barracks was last night heat- 
ed up by steam from the plant of the 
Atlanta Steam Company. 

The turning on of the steam at the 
plant, which is located in the rear of the 
barracks, was quite an event, as it sug- 
nalled the employment of a new agency 
to contribute to the comfort of the citi- 
zens of Atlanta. The large plant is also 
a power station for the Atlanta Railway 
and Power Company, from which the new 
system of electric lights will be circu- 
lated. 

There are very few cities which have a 
steam heating plant and the one which 
began business last night is said to be the 
finest in the United States and the only 
one in the south. The police barracks 
was the only place connected with the 
plant last night, the management desir- 
ing to give the steam a test before furth- 
er connections were made. 

The steam mains have been laid on all 
ihe central streets and a great many cun- 
nections with nearly all the large build- 
ings will soon be made. There are now 
two miles of main. The city will be saved 
$1,000 by its contract with the company 
to do its heating. A contract has also 
been made for the Atlanta Hallway and 
Power Company to light the barracks 
next year. 

The steam from the plant, which heated 
the barracks last night from cellar to 
attic. gave entire satisfaction and was 
pronounced much better than the old sys- 
tem which had been used with an engine 
in the basement.. 

The company’s agents completed the 
tests of the steam heating plant several 
days ago and excellent results were ob- 
tained. A pressure of six pounds was 
given one mile from the plant. This was 
done without the slightest difficulty and 
it is sufficient to force the steam through 
the mains and into the tallest buildings in 
the city, which is all that is desired by 
the managers. 

The company already has thirty con- 
tracts signed. These are for some of the 
most important office structures in the 
city. It is contended that not only be- 
cause of the cheapness of steam heat will 
it be valuable to the citizens, but be- 
cause of its cleanliness and the fact that 
it is always at hand and may be turned 
on at Any time, making it equally as con- 
venient as the gas and water mains of 
the city.

HO ADJOURAMENT TO VOTE 


Members Adjourn in Order To Visit 
Columbus Street Fair—Depot 
Bill Will Not Be Intro- 
duced Until Next 
Week, Probably. 


The senate and house of representatives 
will convene at the statehouse this morn- 


ing at 10 o’clock after a day spent in 


visiting the state fair at Valdosta. Un- 


der a joint resolution already agreed 
upon the two houses will not be in ses- 
sion tomorrow, as the members have 
accepted the invitation of Columbus to 
visit that city and take in the street fair 
on Saturday. 

Until the standing committees of tie 
senate and house are announced by the 
presiding officers the general assembly 
will not be prepared to go to work, and 
the personnel of the committees cannot 
be announced prior to next Monday. 

The joint resolution by Mr. Rawies, of 
Effingham, providing for an adjournment 
to give the members an opportunity of 
voting in the national election, which was 
defeated in the senate of Thursday, will 
be brought up again in the senate this 
morning if a reconsideration can be se- 
cured. The question involved in the 
Rawies resolution is an important one. 
As was stated in The Constitution, it so 
happens that the election of a United 
States senator for Georgia comes on 
Tuesday, November 6th, the day of the 
presidential election, and if the legislature 
remains in session on that day in compli- 
ance with the law the members will miss 
the opportunity of voting for William J. 
Bryan, It has been a time-honored cus- 
tom for the general assembly to adjourn 
on the eve of a national election, but 
under the circumstances such an adjourn- 
mept is not contemplated this year. 

e member from Effingham proposes, 
however, to adjourn at the close of to- 
day's session until Tuesday evening at 9 
o'clock, thereby giving all the members 
the opportunity of going to their homes 
and voting Tuesday morning and return- 
ing that evening in time to ballot for 
United States senator. The resolution 
passed the house on a close vote, but the 
senate refused to concur. ö 

The indications are that if an attempt 
is made today to reconsider the resolution 
it will be defeated, for the senate has 
gone on record strongly as favoring a 
regular session Tuesday morning for the 
election of Senator A. O. Bacon. 

Tuesday morning the senate and house 
will ballot separately, voting unanimously 
for the return of Senator Bacon, and the 
following day a joint session will be held 
at which the vote will be consolidated 
and the result announced. 

Depot Bill Next Week. 

It is @robable that the introduction of 
the depot bill by Representative Wight, 
of Dougherty. will be delayed until next 
Monday, as the draft of the measure was 
not fully agreed upon yesterday. It is 
confidently believed that the report of op- 
position to the passage of a bill improv- 
ing the terminal property of the state 
has been exaggerated. as a poll of the 
members shows the vast majority of them 
to be in favor of such improvement as 
the only way to prevent a depreciation 
in the value of the depot property. 
The only difference that exists is in 
the way in which the money !s to be ob- 
tained for the building. Representative 
Wight is satisfied, however, that his bill 
will contain a solution thoroughly Matis- 
factory to the entire house and senate. 
He will propose, it is understood, tho 
use of the public nroperty fund in pay- 
ing the interest on the public debt falle 
ing due on January 1, 1901, and again on. 
July ist. This will take $335,000 from the 
public property fund. The money which 
will be on hand in the treasury for the 
payment of the interest will then be idle 
and can be reached by direct appropria- 
tion if the legislature desires to use it 
in improving the terminal property with 
an adequate union station. 

Southern Makes Payment. 


The second installment of the money 
due the state by the Southern railway 
from the purchase of the Northeastern 
was tendered to Treasurer Park yester- 
day morning. The check was for the 
sum of $208,622, and this increases the 
public property fund to $432,000, not count- 
ing $100,000 of the sinking fund which does 
not properly belong in the public prop- 
erty fund. 

This makes the public property fund 
more than sufficient to meet the interest 
on the public debt falling due in 1901.

Said To Be Due to Some Special De- 
mand and Probably Had Some 
Bearing on the Extreme 
Dullness of the 
Market. 


New York, November 1|.—A atriking evidence 
of the constraint upon speculation was given 
by the action of the market today on the an- 
nouncement of the declaration of an extra div- 
idend of | per cent. on Pennsylvania railroad 
stock. Previous to the announcement the stock 
had been lifted a point and then reacted. When 
the news was bulletined there was a apasmodic 
rise in the stock ta 196%, but only one sale was 


made at that price, after which tt fel? back. ° 


Early in October Pennsylvania sold below 128. 
It has been actively traded in by energetic 
bull interests since that time, and a great 
Variety of assertions have been made as to 
the forthcoming benefits to the stock. Re- 
Viewing these past conditions, it is fair to as- 
sume that today's action was a disappolni- 
ment to some of the active bulls in the stock, 
while it was certainly' an agreeable surprise 
to the conservative element in the street. But 
when it is considered that the net earnings 
of the Penrsylvania railroad, and of the lines 


directly operated by it have increased during 


nine months of the year more than $6,700,000 
over the corresponding period of last year, 
today’s rate of distribution. seems moderate. 
The extra dividend will involve the disburse- 
ment of a little over $1,500,000. The stocks 
net gain was &. and the trading was remark- 
ably quiet. There was a considerable show 
of strength in sugar. The advance was at- 
tended by rumors that a break in the prices 
of refined sugars is imminent. Business in 
the market at large was too small to have 
any important effect on prices,. though the 
market closed with the level somewhat above 
last night, after having been at one time a 
shade lower. A single lot of Lake Shore sold 
just before close at 230, after having sold 
yesterday at 210. The closing bid was quoted 
at 210%. Nothing could be learned to account 
for this small, but urgent demand. The repres- 
sion’ of speculation is still attributed to the 
influence of what are called the ‘‘controlling 
interests“ in the market.

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That Is to say, that out of 100,000 hus- 
bands and widowers. from ferty to forty- 
five years of age, 1,407 die each year, as 
compared with 1.88 unmarried who die 
out of a similar number. The difference 
is greater at the earlier ages. Dr. Stark's 
comment on the result of his inquiries is 
that “‘bachelorhood is more destructive 
to life than the most unwholesome trades, 
or than residence in an unwholesome 
house or district. where there has never 
been me most distant attempt at sani- 
tary improvement of any kind.”
